A CALL TO 


.Yon - Violent

in La* Vegas, the Nevada tests site, 
and throughout the United States 


Because of the grave dangers to the future of 
mankind in the nuclear testing policies of the 
three leading nations of the world, we call upon 
men everywhere to consider non-violent direct 
action against the evil of nuclear tests. 

THE ATMOSPHERE 
IS BEING POISONED 

Scientists everywhere agree that nuclear explo¬ 
sions produce radioactive material harmful to 
the present and future generations, even though 
they disagree on the extent of the malignant 
effects. With Dr. Albert Schweitzer we say, "To 
fail to consider its importance and its conse¬ 
quences would he a foHy for which humanity 
would have to pay a terrible price. Wc are com¬ 
mitting this folly in thoughtlessness. It must not 
happen that we do not pull ourselves together 
before it is too late. We must muster the insight, 
the seriousness and the courage to leave this 
folly, and face reality." 

We confess that for us the debate between 
scientists over the extent of the danger from 
nuclear weapons tests is beside the point. Most 
of us are not scientists and are not competent to 
offer scientific judgment on the extent of the 
danger, but we are obligated to make moral de¬ 
cisions. We believe that as long as there is any 
question of danger to life anywhere, or real or 
possible menace to children yet unborn, no aigu- 
tnexit can justify such risks. 

WE ARE AGAINST WAR 

AND THE PREPARATION FOR WAR 

The tests are esaenlial to the development of 
nuclear weapons; we therefore oppose them. Wc 
are against the production, testing, and use ot 
nuclear weapons by any and all governments. 
We make no exceptions. We have no faith in 









policies of military containment and deterrence 
by mutual terror as a means of bringing peace to 
the world. We believe it is unrealistic to expect 
that fear of weapons will prevent the use of 
them. We have ample evidence that men can 
develop immunity to fear and to horror; men 
grow all too easily accustomed to the smell of 
death. In such an atmosphere of moral insensi¬ 
tivity there is no peace, no security, no freedom 
for anyone. 

We recognize the risks involved or implied in 
our position but believe they are not so great as 
the risks we now take on the side of death. For 
us there is no alternative—we will take our risk 
on the side of life and of all humanity. 

WE BELIEVE IN EDUCATION 
AND DEMOCRACY 

We, the signers of this Call to direct action, have 
worked in many capacities to attempt to educate 
for peace. We have made known to those in posi¬ 
tions of political leadership the concern which 
we have for peace. We have urged positive steps 
of peace-making without in auy seme minimi/- 
ing our opposition to the evils of totalitarianism 
so dynamic in the world today. In calling for 
non-violent direct action we do not abandon the 
ways of education and political democracy; we 
only urge that we educate and give democratic 
expression with our whole lives. 

RIGHTS OF HUMANITY AND 
THE MORAL LAW OF GOD 

WE BELIEVE that the natural rights of human¬ 
ity are above the law of any national state. We 
believe that it is morally indefensible for any 
national state to poison its own and other peo¬ 
ple’s air. We believe that the moral law of God 
transcends the law of any nation, or combination 
of nations, and the wholesale condemning of un¬ 
born children to even the possibility of malig¬ 
nant mutations and disease is a blasphemy 
against the Creator. 

With Mahatma Gandhi we believe that “Dis¬ 
obedience to the law of the State becomes a pre- 
emptory duty when it comes in conflict with the 
law of God.” 

WE CALL FOR DIRECT ACTION 
AND CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE 

We can no longer be content with verbal and 
conventional protest against the great evil of 
nuclear tests. We feel a moral obligation to cast 
our whole lives against this evil. For some of us 
this will include civil disobedience against the 


authority of the state. We extend a call to our 
fellow citizens to consider seriously participa¬ 
tion in one or more of the following direct action 
expressions: 

1 A DIRECT ACTION CONFERENCE AND 
PROJECT will be held in Las Vegas, Nevada, 
beginning August 3 at 9:30 A.M. through 
August 9, 1957. The conference and project 
will he so arranged that those able to attend 
only the week-end of August 3-4 may engage 
in both the planning and some portions of 
the direct action. It is proposed that the ac- 

T tion consist of distribution of factual leaflets 
in the towns surrounding the test site, con¬ 
ducting a prayer vigil at the gateway to the 
Mercury project and Las Vegae office of 
A.E.C., and other action. The participants in 
the project will make the ultiinate decision as 
to what action is undertaken as led by their 
conscience and collective wisdom. 

2 A PACIFIST ACTION TEAM will prepare 
themselves, prior to the project, to engage in 
civil disobedience against the tests, sometime 
in the period August 3-9. The members of 
this pre-arranged team will participate in the 
conference and be sensitive to the advice and 
leadings of other conference participants. 

3 WE URGE ALL who are unable to attend the 
conference and project in Nevada to engage 
in direct action in their own communities. 
This might include leaflet distribution and 
picketing at military nuclear installations 
and factories, or other forms of protest 
against the nuclear weapons testing and man¬ 
ufacture program. 

Survival in this nuclear age depends upon the 
abolition of armament and war. It is our earnest 
hope that the concern aroused against testing of 
nuclear weapons may lead us and our fellow 
men in this and other lands to go on, before it 
is too late, to the determination to end war for¬ 
ever. Cessation of nuclear testing can be the first 
step toward a disarmed world. 

We issue this Call in a spirit of prayer and 
humble seeking for more light.

Wk&t \a Koinoma? 


Koinonia Farm is a religiously-based farm community located in Sumter County, Georgia, about nine miles from Americus. 
Koinonia (a Greek word meaning ''community** or "fellowship**) has existed in Sumter County since 1942; during that time it 
has prospered, using modern farming techniques, good marketing practices, and pioneering the development of the poultry 
industry in that section. It has grown from a farm of some four hundred to one of more than 1000 acres. This is a community 
which shares work cooperatively; the proceeds of the farm meet the needs of the group and the individual needs of its sixty 
members. Families live as units in separate houses or apartments. The community is interracial. The members of the 
community accept the theory and practive of non-violence, believing that this is a basic teaching of Christianity. 


Since April of 1956, Koinonia has been subjected to repeated acts of violence. Pistol, high-powered rifle, and shot gun 
blasts Have been leveled at buildings, property, and individuals. Several members of the community and visitors have 
narrowly escaped serious injury or death. Buildings have been dynamited, doing thousands of dollars of damage to produce, 
equipment, and to the structures. Fires were started and one house completely burned. Fences have been cut to let livestock 
escape. These acts of violence continue unabated. No arrests have been made. Law enforcement has not been sufficient to 
stop even the most overt acts of violence. During this same period the Farm has been subjected to virtually complete econo¬ 
mic boycott in Sumter County and Americus. They have had supplies of oil, gas, gasoline, feed, seed, fertilizer, hardware, 
and building materials cut off. Loans have been denied by institutions with which they have had years of dealings; insurance 
policies have been cancelled. Similarly, would-be purchasers have been discouraged from buying products of the farm. 


Wkat U IkmWI? 


More than the existence of Koinonia Farm is involved in the current situation in Sumter,County, Georgia. At stake are many 
basic rights of American citizenship. One does not have to agree with the type of Christian witness being practiced at Koinonia 
to be concerned over the thoughtless opposition and violence aimed at the men, women, and children who live there. 


The basic question is, do they have a right to make such a witness to the teachings of Jesus Christ? And the answer is, 
without equivocation, YES. These people are breaking no state or local law. Had they been doing so the law enforcement 
agencies would have arrested them long ago. On the contrary, the Constitution of the United States and the Constitution of 
Georgia guarantee freedom of religion. If this freedom is denied one group, then freedom of religion for all groups is in 
danger. 


It is a basic American principle that all citizens are entitled to equal treatment under law and that no citizen shall be de¬ 
prived of life, liberty, or property without the due process of the law. If, through wanton violence and lack of law enforce¬ 
ment, the lives, the liberty, and the property of the people of Koinonia can be taken, then the rights of all people to these 
rights is in jeopardy. 


Our Constitutional rights have meaning only when they are used. Unpopular groups have the same rights as popular groups 
the Constitution comes to life most forcefully when the rights of the unpopular are secured. 


Wkat kaA ken done? 


In January the Americus and Sumter County Ministerial Association passed a resolution condeming the use of violence and 
lawlessness because of disagreement with personal beliefs of others. The resolution also called for citizen concern and law 
enforcement to see that personal and property rights are protected. This resolution was later endorsed by the Executive 
Committee of the United Church Women of Georgia, the Executive Board of the Georgia Council of Churches, the Macon Min¬ 
isterial Association, and the Westminister Fellowship Conference, Synod of Georgia, Presbyterian Church, U.S. Other 
groups and individuals have raised their voices in protest through editorials, resolutions, letters to the editor, and in other 
ways. But most Georgians and most of our great public voices have remained silent.

1) Become acquainted with Koinonia and the facts of its present situation. 

2) Write letters to or organize a small group to visit: 

a. The Governor 

b. Sheriff Fred Chappell, Sumter County, Americus, Georgia 

c. Attorney General Eugene Cook 

d. Editor of your paper. 

Express your concern for the safety of the people at Koinonia and your interest, on civic and religious grounds, in seeing that 
the law is not violated, that no citizen need fear violence even though his views on religion and society may differ from yours, 
and that a diligent investigation be made to apprehend violators of the law. 

3) Call or visit your state representative or state senator to urge him to make a statement in support of law and order and 
condeming violence, or to intercede with the State government to take steps now to prevent further lawless acts against Koi¬ 
nonia. 

4) Buy products by mail order from Koinonia. Write them for available items, and to get on their newsletter mailing list. 
(Koinonia Farm, Route #2, Americus, Georgia.) 

5) Send money to Koinonia Farm (always in the past self-supporting) to show that some Georgians would like to help rebuild 
what other Georgians have sought to destroy by unlawful means. 


We, as Georgians, already are bearing blame because this situation is allowed to continue. Will death to a fellow citizen 
be necessary to stir the forces of law and order, the forces of thoughtful and decent citizens, to see that, Koinonia is protected 
from further unlawful acts? We share in the responsibility to create a public opinion that will make it possible for citizens 
and law enforcement officers to act to end the violence against Koinonia.

Most of the day and evening is free to 
accept personal or group invitations fron Whom you wish, to arrange our own interviews, 
meetings with our own selection of persons, to go shopping, see the parks, go for a 
busridc or what you wish. Five days in Moscow will feature contacts with both the 
Orthodox and Protestant (e.g. Baptist) churches, leaders, and youth, with other Soviet 
residents, with selected top-notch personnel from many parts of the world who are 
stationed in Russia as diplomatic, military, or newspaper observers. Many are real 
"experts" on Russian affairs even though sort of "friendly enemies", many know the 
whole East-West'situation thoroughly from previous duty in many other countries. 

Their eyes, ears,and experiences will help us understand more of what we encounter. 


Cultural'and sightseeing tours of the city will include various business and dwelling 
sections, glimpses'into homes, dinner with families, Lenin and Stalin.mausoleum, visit 
inside the Kremlin, to Moscow University, national Agricultural Exhibition, ano. to 
representative art gallery.

A SPIRITUAL EXPLORATION 

A Search Through Prayer Retreats 
For Answers To Two Questions 


Every thoughtful person is aware of the sickness of our 
society. Everywhere there is confusion, maladjustment, 
tension, suspicion, fear, and conflict. Beyond the broken 
homes registered in divorce courts are countless families 
rent by bitter quarrels and unloving relationships. Many 
young people are haunted by a sense of insecurity and a 
feeling of futility in life. Across racial lines there is much 
hostility, and the economic struggle is often ruthless. The 
political scene sometimes brings a feeling of nausea, while 
nations are hovering on the brink of hydrogen warfare. 
Civil liberties are widely scorned, and many teachers are 
filled with timidity. And sometimes the message of the 
Prince of Peace is proclaimed in a nearly inaudible 
whisper. 

Prompted by realization of urgent need, a spontaneous 
movement has arisen in Southern California and Arizona 
among ministers of many religious bodies who are plan¬ 
ning a search for answers to two questions: HOW CAN 
WE FIND THE WILL OF GOD? HOW CAN WE GET 
POWER TO DO IT? What does God want us to do in 
the home, in personal relations, in the neighborhood, in 
race relations, in economic life, in political affairs, in inter¬ 
national relations? How can we get power to live the way 
God wants us to live all the time? 


Ministers with the cooperation of lay leaders will inau¬ 
gurate a series of unhurried PRAYER RETREATS in 
their local churches or homes of members. Experience has 
shown conclusively the value of SEVERAL HOURS of 
sustained fellowship, conversation and prayer. The local 
minister will meet successively with different groups of ten 
to forty of his members for prolonged exchange of per¬ 
plexities and problems, and for an earnest search for 
answers and for God’s power. 

TIME OF RETREATS 

1. Some ministers will use Saturday afternoon and 
evening from 2 to 9 with different groups on successive 
weeks for this prayerful conversation. 

2. In some cases different groups of t^n to forty will 
remain after the morning service on successive Sundays for 
dinner at the church, or in a home, and remain together 
until 6 o’clock. 

3. Some ministers will meet with different groups on 
Sunday afternoon and evening from 2 to 9. 

4. Frequent use will be made of the supper fellowship 
and long evening of sustained conversation and prayer. 

5. Groups of women will meet from 10 A.M. to 3 or 
4 P.M. on weekdays.

THE NATURE OF THE SEARCH 

This will be a search primarily not for answers to spe¬ 
cific questions, but for WAYS of discovering what is right 
in God’s sight in every relationship, and for POWER to 
live as God is yearning for us to live. 

It is expected that during the weeks of these Prayer 
Retreats the minister will preach a series of sermons on 
these two questions. 

In some cases the Retreats will be prepared for by visit¬ 
ation two by two to homes of members, interpreting the 
Exploration and enrolling individuals for the Retreats. 
Experiments will be made in enlisting youth groups, adult 
classes, women’s societies, men’s clubs and other agencies 
of the local church in the search in their regular meetings. 
Also these groups may come in a body to Prayer Retreats. 

WAYS OF ASSEMBLING THE RETREATS 

1. Some ministers wil begin with the church board 
divided into small groups on successive weeks, 

2. Some will assemble four groups of the board on suc¬ 
cessive weeksf and then meet with these same groups 
monthly for three months. 

3. Some will bring together natural age groups. 

4. Some will give special attention to Sunday School 
teachers and leaders of youth fellowships. 

5. Some will endeavor to expose the entire church mem¬ 
bership to the experience of an extended Prayer Retreat. 

In Southern California, after the Spiritual Exploration 
has been under way for several weeks, participating min¬ 
isters are to meet for an exchange of experiences at THE 
FIRST METHODIST CHURCH, WHITTIER, Bailey 
and Friends, on NOVEMBER 5th, from 2 to 5 P.M. 

THE EXPECTATION 

1. It is expected that the Spiritual Exploration will 
bring fresh vitality to those who take part. 

2. Increase the number and zest of continuing sharing 
groups which meet regularly for the facing of acute prob¬ 
lems in prayerful conversation and with much prayer. 


3. Establish the unhurried Prayer Retreat as a PERMA¬ 
NENT PART of the work of the local church. 

4. Be of great value to the minister also. 

5. In these ways, by deepening communion with God 
and bringing about warmer fellowship among members of 
the church, intensify desire to know and to do the will of 
God, bring clearer guidance from God, strengthen faith, 
instil courage, and nurture perseverance. 


THE EMPLOYMENT OF A MINISTER 
FOR THIS PURPOSE 

Church boards are invited to consider the possibility of 
employing a special minister for the imporant function of 
giving most of his time to prolonged conversation and 
prayer with sharing groups. One possibility is the selection 
of a minister whose health does not permit strenuous act- ■ 
ivity, or a retired minister with rich experience.

Concerning Spiritual Retreats 

With Kirby Page 


In this day of pressure and confusion 
and anxiety, all of us need more frequent 
periods of withdrawal in fellowship 
groups for prayer and conversation 
about our spiritual needs, resources and 
responsibilities. The sense of contrast 
needs to be sharpened—contrast between 
what we are and what God wants us to 
be, contrast between what we are accom¬ 
plishing for God and what he is eager to 
guide and empower us into doing. 

Conversation in these periods of fel¬ 
lowship may be directed to a wide range 
of concerns — deeper understanding of 
the grace and wisdom and power of God, 
the cross of Christ, the power of prayer, 
the use of the Bible; and especially the 
requirements of discipleship in various 
areas of life, in the home, on the campus, 
in the community, in international af- 








fairs, economic life, race relations and 
other areas. The planning group may de¬ 
cide in advance the chief questions to be 
examined in the conversation. 

The experience of prayer will include 
moments of group silence, guided wor¬ 
ship, and words of supplication. 

Experience has shown the great value 
of meeting in a home and having fellow¬ 
ship in a simple meal together. 

The preferable time is to begin at four 
o’clock and continue until nine or ten in 
the evening. Where travel considerations 
permit, sessions may begin at 10 A. M. 
and continue until four. In some cases 
the Sunday morning sermon may be fol¬ 
lowed by a group meal, with continua¬ 
tion until four or five o’clock. In other 
situations the group may gather at 3 
P. M. and remain for supper and Sunday 
evening service. If desired the retreat 
may continue from Friday evening 
through Sunday noon. 


The group may be as small as ten, and 
should not exceed thirty except in special 
cases. Last minute inability to come on 
the part of some who had planned to 
come means that there should be an ex¬ 
pectation of thirty-five or forty, if thirty 
are actually to be present. 

The group may be general or special, 
that is, it may be a student-faculty re¬ 
treat, a men’s retreat, a women’s retreat, 
a ministers-and-wives retreat, or it may 
be miscellaneous in composition. 

No fixed financial remuneration is re¬ 
quired. Kirby Page receives no salary 
from any church ar other institution, 
and needs $40 per working day (for the 
some 150 days when he is in retreats or 
speaking) to cover heavy travel expense 
and the cost of maintaining his inde¬ 
pendent work, but no condition is at¬ 
tached to his coming. No interested 
group should hesitate for financial res- 
sons. Any available amount will be ade¬ 
quate remuneration.
